His Holding in the Foster Case- 


Other Cases. 


WEDNESDAY, JAN. 11. 


The trial of court cases began yester- 


day afternoon, at the conclusion of tha 
arguments on the demurrers in the two 
csaea of the County vs. W. W. Poster, ex- 
sheriff. 


OISl OF T3E DECISION. 


This morning Judge Smith rendered 


his decision in the case. The gist of the 
opinion is: The court holds that Mr. 
Foster is bound to pay over ex-sheriff's 
fees collected by him, although he re- 
ported them to the board and gave the 
county credit tor their receipt, because 
these moneys were held by him and the 
holding of them tacitly consented to by 
the board; but it it should appear as a 
matter of fact that the fees were paid in 
by Foster to the county and by the 
county again paid cmt to him, the county 
could not recover. There was no deci- 
sion on the point, state money used for 
transmission of prisoners to Joliet, except

As to all moneys in which the county , 
board had an active, voluntary agency in 
paying out to Foster unlawfully, tho 
county is debarred from recovery.
